Glenn  Frankel,  Pulitzer  Prize  Winning 
Author,  to  Speak  Sunday,  November  21 


Glenn  Frankel,  Pulitzer  Prize  winning 
author  and  editor  of  the  Washington 
Post  Magazine ,  will  speak  about  his 
recently  published  book,  RIVONIA'S  CHIL¬ 
DREN  -  Three  Families  and  the  Cost  of  Con¬ 
science  in  White  South  Africa,  at  the  Men's  Club 
Brunch  at  10  A.M.  on  Sunday,  November  21st. 
In  this  book,  he  gives  the  first  complete 
account  of  the  men  and  women  -  middle- 
class,  Communist,  and  predominantly  Jewish 
-  who  chose  to  break  from  their  comfortable 
lifestyles  and  fight  alongside  the  black 
activists  in  their  battle  against  apartheid. 
Their  brutal  imprisonment  (along  with  Man¬ 
dela  and  ANC  leader  Walter  Sisulu)  after  their 
headquarters  in  the  northern  Johannesburg 
suburb  of  Rivonia  was  raided  in  1963  and 
their  subsequent  stacked  trial  outraged  the 
world  and  ushered  in  South  Africa's  most 
horrific  period  of  oppression.  Frankel  paints  a 
fascinating  portrait  of  that  dark  era  and  the 
key  players-Ruth  First  and  Joe  Slovo,  Rusty 
and  Hilda  Bernstein,  and  Harold  and  Ann 
Marie  Wolpe-who  placed  their  own  lives  and 
their  families'  safety  on  the  line. 

But  Frankel's  book  is  more  than  just  a 
South  African  story.  It  is  a  quintessential  20th 
century  tale  of  commitment  and  betrayal  and 
of  moral  choice  in  the  face  of  police-state 
repression.  He  vividly  describes  the  devastat¬ 
ing  effect  actual  imprisonment  had  on  those 
arrested  after  Rivonia  and  the  effect  on  their 
relatives  who  were  often  a  heartbeat  away 
from  imprisonment  themselves. 

Helen  Suzman,  retired  South  African 
member  of  Parliament  and  longtime  human 
rights  champion,  describes  Frankel's  book  "... 
as  a  stark  reminder  of  the  risks  and  sacrifices 
that  accompanied  defiance  of  a  government 
that  abandoned  due  process  and  the  rule  of 
law"  and  "a  timely  reminder  of  the  horrors  of 
an  era  that  is  rapidly  being  forgotten  in  the 
New  South  Africa." 

Glenn  Frankel  was  bom  in  New  York

City  in  1949  and  grew  up  in  Rochester,  N.Y. 
He  graduated  from  Columbia  University  in 
1971  with  a  B.A.  degree  in  history. 

He  joined  the  Washington  Post  staff  in 
1979  and  became  its  Southern  Africa  bureau 
chief  in  1983.  From  1986  to  1989,  he  served  as 
its  bureau  chief  in  Jerusalem,  where  he  was 
awarded  the  1989  Pulitzer  Prize  for  Interna¬ 
tional  Reporting  for  his  coverage  of  the  Pales¬ 
tinian  uprising.  Frankel  is  the  author  of: 
Beyond  the  Promised  Land:  Jews  and  Arabs  on  the 
Hard  Road  to  a  New  Israel,  published  in  1994, 
which  won  a  National  Jewish  Book  Award. 

Glenn  Frankel  will  be  speaking  on  behalf 
of  the  Sherr  Institute  of  Adult  Jewish  Stud¬ 
ies  and  will  appear  in  conjunction  with  the 
Men's  Club  brunch.

Rabbi's  Desk 


In  honor  of  the  first  yahrzeit  of  my  father  of 
blessed  memory,  an  extract  from  his  book 
Odyssey  of  a  Jewish  Sailor. 

"...During  the  summer  [1947],  I  decided 
to  take  the  whole  family  to  Gibraltar  to  spend 
a  holiday  with  by  brother  who  was  serving  as 
a  regular  army  officer  and  was  a  major  in  the 
Royal  Engineers.  He  was  enjoying  the  privi¬ 
lege  of  having  an  official  residence  there  and 
had  his  wife  and  children  with  him.  There 
were,  at  that  time,  severe  restrictions  on 
allowances  and  currency  for  foreign  travel, 
restricting  each  traveler  to  a  limit  of  25 
pounds,  however  long  the  holiday.  It  was 
obviously  vital  to  be  able  to  take  advantage  of

the  free  hospitality  which  my  brother  was 
able  to  offer. 

During  the  six  weeks  that  we  spent  in 
Gibraltar,  the  three  ships  of  the  Exodus  inci¬ 
dent  arrived  in  the  harbour.  The  story  of 
these  three  ships  was  that  they  had  left  Ham¬ 
burg  in  Germany  packed  with  Jewish 
refugees  who  wanted  to  enter  Palestine.  The 
ships  sailed  quite  openly,  but  the  British  Gov¬ 
ernment,  represented  by  Ernest  Bevin  as  For¬ 
eign  Secretary,  publicly  announced  that 
under  no  circumstance  would  these  refugees 
be  permitted  to  enter  Palestine.  Ernest  Bevin 
decided  that  he  would  make  a  demonstration 
of  his  opposition  to  Jewish  immigration  into 
Palestine  by  decreeing  an  especially  dracon¬ 
ian  treatment  for  these  three  refugee  ships. 
He  ordered  that  when  the  ships  arrived  in 


Palestinian  waters  they  were  to  be  turned 
around  and  ordered  back  to  Hamburg.  When 
one  considers  the  extent  of  the  Holocaust  and 
the  persecution  that  the  Jews  received  in  Nazi 
Germany,  there  was  a  special  flavour  of 
refined  cruelty  in  ordering  that  these  ships 
should  take  their  refugee  passengers  back  to 
Germany.  It  was  in  the  course  of  this  return 
journey  that  the  three  ships  put  into  Gibraltar 
Harbour.  In  conforming  with  the  policy  of  the 
London  Government,  the  Gibraltarian 
authorities  forbade  any  contact  with  the 
ships.  At  that  time,  the  leader  of  the  Gibraltar 
Jewish  community  was  the  Hon.  David 
Benaim.  His  general  attitude  was  that  the 
comparatively  small  Jewish  community  of 
Gibraltar  must  do  everything  possible  to

demonstrate  their  loyalty  to  Great  Britain  and 
he  adopted  an  avowedly  anti-Zionist  atti¬ 
tude,  thinking  that  thereby  he  was  pursuing 
policy  parallel  to  that  of  the  British  Foreign 
Office.  His  views  on  this  matter  were  not 
shared  by  all  the  members  of  the  local  Jewish 
community,  but  his  attitude  was  such  that  it 
was  impossible  to  get  the  official  organs  of 
the  community  to  take  any  action  towards 
communicating  with  the  refugees  on  the 
ships  or  offering  them  any  help. 

When  my  brother  and  I  discovered  that 
this  was  to  be  the  official  policy  of  the  com¬ 
munity,  we  decided  that  we  would  try  to  get 
the  help  of  those  members  of  the  community 
who  were  willing,  even  unofficially,  to  do 
something.  Accordingly,  my  brother  as  a  local 
army  officer  and  myself  as  visiting  King's 
Counsel  sought  and  obtained  an  interview 
with  the  Colonial  Secretary.  His  initial  atti¬ 
tude  was  very  hostile.  His  opening  gambit 
was,  "How  dare  you  hope  to  give  any  assis¬ 
tance  to  these  people  who  are  Britain's  ene¬ 
mies?"  Gently,  but  firmly,  I  pointed  out  that 
in  no  sense  of  the  word  could  these  helpless 
and  desperate  refugees  be  described  as  ene¬ 
mies  of  Britain.  Ultimately,  we  convinced  him 
that  on  grounds  of  pure  humanity,  as  well  as 
Christian  charity,  some  assistance  and  com¬ 
fort  might  be  legitimately  given.  He,  howev¬ 
er,  demanded  an  assurance  that  no  arms  or 
weapons  of  any  kind  would  be  supplied.  This 
was  an  assurance  that  we  were  readily  able  to 
give,  and  having  received  permission,  we 
proceeded  with  the  help  of  several  of  the 
local  Jewish  community  to  collect  supplies  of 
milk,  food  stuffs  and  cigarettes.  The  next  task 
was  to  organize  transport  of  supplies  to  the 
port  for  conveyance  to  the  ships.  A  fleet  of 
lorries  was  organized  by  Mr.  Samuel  Mar- 
rache  [my  son-in-law,  Isaac,  is  the  son  of  the 
late  Samuel  Marrache  and  I  was  almost  ten 
years  old  at  the  time!]  and  these  were  loaded 
and,  with  official  permission,  passed  through 
the  docks. 

We  were  happy  to  receive  emotional  let¬ 
ters  of  thanks  from  those  on  the  ships,  who

also  sent  greetings  for  the  approaching  New 
Year." 

It  is  interesting,  perhaps,  to  round  off  the 
story  with  subsequent  events.  When  the 
ships  ultimately  reached  Hamburg,  their 
arrival  coincided  with  the  subsequent  devel¬ 
opments  at  the  United  Nations  and  the  decla¬ 
ration  of  Ernest  Bevin  that  Great  Britain  was 
relinquishing  the  Mandate.  The  fact  that  a 
Jewish  state  was  about  to  come  into  existence 
meant  that  the  refugees  did  not  disembark  at 
Hamburg  and  the  ships  immediately  set  sail 
once  more  to  Palestine.
